Alberta’s Supreme court has struck a 
death blow to major debt reduction legis- 
lation passed by the Alberta Social Credit 


Last Friday 


Mr. Justice Ew- 


ing declared the Reduction of Settlement 
of Debts Act ultra vires of the legislative 
powers of the province of Alberta. 

Tuesday morning Mr. Justice Ives, in a judgment 
handed down in Calgary, declared the Provincial Securities 
Interest Act beyond the legislative competence of the pro- 
vincial legislature, as it purported to legislate exclusively 
on interest, a field reserved to the Federal parliament by 
section 91, sub-section 19, of the British North America 


. Act.

vince from the Bank of Canada 


along the same lines as followed 
in Manitoba and Saskatchewan. 


Premier Aberhart on Monday 
sent the following wire to Premier 
King: 


“Kindly have Bank of Canada in- 
vestigate Alberta's financial position 
on the same basis as that of Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan with a view 
to granting necessary financial as- 
sistance to Alberta.” 


PRIME MINISTER'S REPLY 

Premier King on Tuesday sent 
the following wire in reply:— 

“Your wire yesterday's date. Our 
government is wholly agreeable to 
having the Bank of Canada make 
an investigation of the financial 
position of your province similar to 
that of Manitoba and Saskatehewen 
The bank is being advised accord- 
ingly.” 

While the investigation has not 
yet started and the nature of it is 
not known, it is believed that the 
province would urge that suffi- 
cient assistance be given to meet 
the $1,600,000 maturing bond issue 
on June 1 next 2nd that suf icient 
money be made available to meet 
the $3,200,000 issue defaulted on

“Interest Act was passed by 


the Social Credit government 
to reduce interest payments 
on government and govern- 
ment guaranteed bonds by 50 
per cent of the face vaiue of 
the interest agreement, and 
was enacted at the short ses- 
sion of the legislature last 


summer. 

The declaring of this act to be | 
ultra vires of the prov nce will 
mean the government of Alberta 
will have to pay full interest 
rates on all bonds, debentures and 
other government securities, 
whether the direct oblisation of 
the province, or those guarantced 
by the legislature. 

In the four-page judgment 
banded down by Mr. Justice Ives 
it was found the legislation in its 
“pith and substance” and intent, 
was to legislate in respect of re- 
duction of interest which was be- 
yond the powers of the provin- 
cial legislature. 


HAS BUT ONE AIM 

The Provincial Securities Interest | 
Act clearly has but one purpose and 
deals with but one matter.

SHEEP OR DOGS? 

Last year dogs killed 1700 sheep belonging 

to 200 Alberta sheep-owners. On the night of 
February 5th, this year, one Edmonton packing 
plant lost 189 head, killed and worried by dogs 
This information has been compiled and is 
vouched for by the Alberta Provincial Sheep 
Breeders’ Association. It is added that the 
turns are by no means complete, and a thor« 
canvass would probably show the total Joss 
the past year to have been substantially larger

Counting a sheep to be worth on the average 
$10, it is obvious that the growers are facing 
a serious menace, a menace which they say has 
continued and grown ever since sheep-raising 
became at all common in Alberta. And the 
townman is interested, too, since the losses have 
to be passed along when possible to the con- 
sumer. and reflect in higher prices for legs of 
mutton and lamb chops 

It is not surprising therefove to learn that the 
sheep-men are coming back to ihe legislature at 
this session with a plea for profection. Last 
year they asked that all dogs in the province be 


licensed and tagged, but asked in vain. This 
year they are less specific as to means, but 


equally urgent as to the need of something being 
done to prevent the dogs literally running them 
out of business 

Alberta, it is said ,is the only province which 
has not some kind of protective legislation; and 
Alberta produces more wool than any other 
province and has more sheep than any province 
excepting Ontario. What the sheep-owners par- 
ticularly want is the “elimination” of the tag- 
less, homeless, unidentifiable mongrel, for whom

nobody will accept responsibility when there 
are damage claims against him. 
The figures supply all the proof needed that 


the sheep-men heave a strong case for protection 
against losses which at present they can neither 
prevent nor—in most cases—collect. They de- 
serve the support of all who realize the import- 
ance of sheep in the mixed farming system com- 
mon in central and northern Alberta and in the 
ranching industry of the south—and the vastly 
greater factor sheep-grawing may become in the 
future devel pment oi of f Alberta agriculture

This book of 250 pages seils at $2.25 and is 
published by the Chemical Publishing Company 
of New York, Inc. It is written by Mr. H 
Bennett, Fellow of the American Institute of 
Chemists and of numerous other chemical socie- 
ties, practical consulting chemist, editor of “The 
Chemical Formulary” and holder of numerous 
patents and inventions of a chemical character 
in United States, Great Britain and Canada It 
is quite authoritative

| exposed dangerous and over-priced patent medi- 
| cines—like the reducing drugs that cause blind- 
ness, the well-known germicide of high cost 
and questionable efficacy, and the popular eye- 
drops which anyone could make a barrel full 
for a couple of cents with the aid of a city faucet 
and a little boracic acid. . 

Leaving to governments the task of naming 
names, Mr. Bennett has taken the wider and 
more fruitful field of telling ordirary folk how 
to judge purchases, how to shop for the best 
values and how to make accurate tests of the 
worth of offered articles. 

Most of us are prepared to believe that the 
more expensive article is not always the best, 
; but how many of us know that a 20-year-old 
liquor is no better than a 5 year old liquor. 
New whisky, of course, is raw and hard to take. 
It must be aged in charred oak casks. But this 
process is complete in little over four years 
Says Mr. Bennett, “Very little subsequent 
change takes place after this initial four year 
period in charred oak, so that to pay high prem- 
jums for 15-year old, or 20-year old spirit is to 
pay for a dubious superiority.”
